HE greateſt ſcandal pretended againſt 
the Church of Rome, are the Additional 
* Articles of Pope Pizs's I V. But what is 

moſt remarkable in this matter , is, that 

Thoſe fort of Chriſtians are moſt forward 
in condemning this Prelate for this Addition, who 
for Four and Twenty Articles in his Profeſſion have 
Nine and Thirty in their own, From whence any Think- 
ing man will conclude , That either Adding of Arti- 
cles is no neceſſary ſcandal to a Church ; or if it be, that 
That Church is the moſt ſcandalous of all , which crying 
out againſt Additions , has yet more Additions thanany. 
The thing therefore to be enquir'd in this place, is, 


Whether there be Authority in the Catholic Church of | 


Chriſt, which-ſoever it be, to make any Addition of 
Articles to the Apoſtles Creed , and require other terms 
of Communion , belides the Afſenting to what is Ex- 
preſd in that Symbol ? And this , without farther 
Preamble , is to be reſolv'd into the Affirmative, both 
according to the Principles and PraQtice of the Church 
of Rome and of Eng/avd. S 
"The Point is evident, from the acknowledg'd Praftice 
of the Priqpitive Church, in the time of her Confeſſed 
Purity. For the Apoſtles Creed having been the only

So that except every 0ze ao keep 3 hit Faith whole and unde-. 


filed, without doubt he ſhall periſh everlaſtingly. 

Forty yearsagen after this time of 4thanaſirs (viz.48 1.) 
an Addition was made to the Vrcene Creed above-mentt- 
on'd, by the Council of Conſtantizople, which condem- 
ning Macedonizs, for denying the Divinity of the Holy 
Ghoſt, inſerted theſe words, in deteſtation of his Herelic, 
into the Creed, viz. And in the Holy Ghoſt, the Lord and 
Giver of Life, who proceeds from the Father, who with the 
Father and the Son together is ador'd and: conglorified whs 

ſpake by the Prophets. And with this. adaitiowal 4rticle, 
beſides feveral others, viz. Begotten of his Father befo-e all 
worlds, againſt theBlaſphemy of Photizns ; Whoſe King- 


dow ſhall have no end, againſt the Millenaries, I believe one 


Holy, Catholic, and Apoſtolic Church. T ack:owledge one 


Baptiſt for the remiſſion of fins ; And T look for the Reſur-. 


rection of the Dead, and the Life of the World to come, All 


which being added by- this ſecond General Council, yet- 


this Creed was receiv*d over the whole Church, as the 
Symbol of the Catholic Faith; and in this nature tis re- 
ceiv'd by the Church of Exglazd, and recited in her pub- 
| Tie Service, tho? ſtill with a yet farther addition-of theſe 
words, F:/;oqae, and the Soz ; which words are no where 
found in Scripture, ſcarce read in' the anticnt | Fatherr, 
not known whez or by whom they were firſt inſerted ; 
allow'd by ſome. particular Churches, and for many 
,years diſapprov'd by others; not generally receiv*d over 
the Weſt, till above four hundred years after ; nay, not 


yet admiteed by the Grecian. Church, which upon this 
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feore ſtands divided froin the Wefery, pretending the 
realons above-mentioned for their refuſal; vis. Becauſe 
is not in Scripture, nor .exprels'd in antient Fathers ; 
and becauſe the Fathers of the Conſt antinopolitan Coun- 
cil, in the Proceſſion of the Holy Ghoſt, mention*d the 
Father without the Soz, therefore they will not allow 
of this Addition, which aflerts him proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, Thus they ſtand ; and yet, notwith- 
ſanding all theſe Difficulties, the Weſtern Church, and 
particularly the Church of Exg/axa, receives this Creed 
with this Addzrios, and lo recites it in her Common- 
Prayer in the Communion-Service; Who proceederh 
from the Father AN D' THE SON. | 
Thus we {ce ſeveral additional Articles made to the 
Creedof the Apoſtles by the rwo firft GeneralConneils, and 
the aſſenting to them exatted from theFaithful ; fo that 
*twascertainly in thoſe former Ages allow'd as Good and 
Lawful. And if now it ſhall be judg'd inconſiſtent 
with the 4poftolicel DoFrin, and Purity of the Catholic 
Church ; not only the Primitive Church ftands condemn?d 
for making ſuch A ddzeiens, but likewiſe the Church of 
England for receiving them, and requiring a ſubſcription 

to them from ſo many of her Members. © 1 + 
But whilſt we fpeak'of Adding to the Apoſtles Creed, 
what need we look beyond the Nine and T, ficty Articles 
of the Churchof Exglend , in which are many particu- 
lar Points not found tn the Sywho! of the Apofites, nor 
-yetinany-of the foremention'd Creeds of the Primitive 
Church ? There we ſe great _— of additional Articles, 
concerning the Canonical Books, Free-wil, Tuſtification, 
Good works, Works before Juſtification, Horks of Superero- 
gation, Predeflination and EletHron, the Church, General 
Councils, Meiniftring in the Congregation, the Sacraments, 
the ſecond Book of Homlies, Civil MagiſirMtes, &c. not 
one 
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one of which Points is in the Jpoſtles Creed , or other 


Symbol of the Anrient Church; and yet the [abmitting - 


fo them in the plain and full meaning of the 

words, is required by the Church of Eng. Kings Decla- 
land. Which is a Demonſtration , that the articies© 
ſhe has not ſo great an averſion to additional 
Articles, as ſhegpretends, whilſt ſcrupling to ſubſcribe: 
ro Twelveof tht Church of Rowe, and dividing from her 
on this ſcore, ſhe exaAs from her own Children a ſub- 
miſſion to More than double the Number. 

Hence *tisevident, that edding. to the Apoſtles Creed, 
is ſometimes Lawful, according to the Dottrin of the 
Church of England; viz. When tis for the preſerving 
Uzity in Religion, and preventing xxneceſſary Alterca- 
tiows, Diſputations or Queſtions to be rais'd, which may: 
xoariſh Faition both in Church and Common-nealth-; as ap-- 
pears from the Dedaration prefix*d to the Articles. 
And if thisbe lawful for her ; why not in- the Church 
of Rome 7 Since *tis certain what the Council of Trex:, 
and Pope Pie did: in this kind, was for the preſerv- 
ing Unity, and puttinga.ftepto thoſe unneceſſary Diſc 
putes and Cavils, with which: Zzther and Calvin, with: 
their Adherents, raisd a FaQion: both in. Church and: 
State. 

- From this ſhort Proſpect we have had here of the 
Primitive Church of Chriſtians, we may ſee it was their 
PraQtice,. as often as any Error was raiſed againſt any 
Point of Receiv'd Deftrin, to condemn the Error and 
the Abettors ; and to declare the oppoſed DetQtrin to be 
Orthodox; and, for the preventing all kind of miftakes in; 
the Faithful, to inſert the ſaid DoQrin 1ntoa | rofeſſi- 
on of Faith, and order it to be publicly us'd. And 
thiswas never look'd'upon, as a —— or Coyning. 
New Articles of Faith, but only as a declaring _ 
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- "Point exprefl tObe'believd,; which-was before the De- 
claration) ai'Frueahd Orthodox Doatrindt the Church, 
tho' it may be, *nor-\exeplrrztly* believ?d\ by all-its. Mem- 
bers. This-was thercaſe of the Nicen Creed, of Atha- 
nafins's Creed, :of the Conflantinopolitan Creed ; and I 
preſume upon +thefe Grounds, .the. Church:of Ezg- 
dazd will pretend to indicate her b. and Thirty 
Articles. By this Rule, at leaſt theENurch of Rome 
has'proceeded im all the  Proffſtons of - Faith at any time 
ſet forth by her, and-particularly in that of Pope Pius 
'the 4h... who -Colle&ted thoſe Articles at. that time, 
10 oppoſition to the then. :broach'd Errors of Letherand 
Calvin. The Adding therefore of Articles upon [uch ar 
occaſion, being he acknowledg'd: Practice of the Pr. 
mitive Church, andof-neceſflity+ to beallow'd of 'by the 
Church of Englend in her own Defence, as having done 
the like ; We! have now only: to'enquire:, whether 
the Doftrin propos'd inthe Profeſſion'of P;xs: the '4zh. 
be according: to Scripture; 'and” the Sexſe of the Pri- 
itive Fathers ; if it be not, they do well that reje& 
it; but ifit be, the noiſe of Aa17rional Articles will be 
Þut a weak Juſtification of thoſe; that have::made a

Faithful in Succeeding Ages, is Founded upon 


Expreſs Scripture : As in 2 Thef, 2.15. where 
St. Paul delivers this poſitive Command ; Bre- 
thren , ſtand faſt, and hold the Traditions , which 
ye have been taught , whether by Word , or our E- 
piffle, Where he diſtinguiſhes two ways of de- 
livering the Sacred Truth., one by Writizs, the 
other by Word of Mouth ; and the Dottrin is 
r0 be held faſt, according to the Command of 
the Apoſtle, whether it be deliver*d the oze way 
or the other. And again 2 Tim. 2, 2. The ſame 
Apoſtle thus direCts Timothy : T he things that thou 
haſt heard of me, among many witneſſes, the ſame 
commit thou to Faithful Men, who ſhall be able to 
teach others alſo, Where St. Paul takes care, that 
what he had taught the Faithful, tho? only heard 
from him, might be obſerv*d, and convey'd down. 
to Poſterity, by their Teaching of others. This 
PofQtrin is likewiſe acknowledg*d as Apoſftolical 
by the Primitive Fathers ; as by St. Chryſoſtomupon 
the words of the Apoſtle now cited to the Theſſa- 
lonians, Hom. 4. Where he ſays thus ; Hence *tis 
manifeſt, that, They (the Apoſtles ) have not deli 
wer'd all in their Epiſtles, but many things alſo with- 
out Writing, which are likewiſe to bebeliew'd, Let 
us therefore efteem the Tradition of the Charch wor- 
#hy of Credit.” 'Tis a Tradition, enquire no farther. 
And St. Epiphanins her. 61. *Tis neceſſary to admit 
of T radition; for all things cannot be found in Scrip- 
ture ; ard therefore the Holy Apoſtles deliver*d ſome 
things in Writing, and ſome by Tradition. _

it by Tradition from our Anceſtors; it having been left

As to the admitting the Obſervances and Con- 
ſtitutions of the Church, *iis what is Command- 
ed by St. Paul to the Hebrews, c. 13.7. 17, Re- 
member them, which have the Rule over you. Obey 
them that have the Rule over you, and ſubmit. your 
ſelves; for they watch for your Souls , as they. that 
muſt give account." And this was the PraQtice of 
the Apoſtles, even of St. Pau! himſelf and Silas, 
who as they went through the Cities, they deliverd them 
(the Faithful) the Decrees for to keep, that were or- 
daind of the Jpoft les and Elders, which were at Jeru- 
falem. And ſo were the Churches Eſtabliſh*d inthe 
Faith, Acts 16. 4, 5. 


IJ alfo admit the Holy Scripture accozd-= 
ing to that Senſe , which Dur Holy Bother 
- the Church has held,. and do's hold 3 to whom 
-it belongs to judge of the True Senſe and 
Jnterpzetation thereof. MNo2 will J ever ad- 
mit oz Interpzet it otherwiſe, than accozding 
= Unanimous. conſent of the Þoly Fa- 
ers. 


This is founded-upon that Doftrin deliver'd b 
by St. Peter 2 Ep. 1. 20, No Prophecy of the 
Scripture is of any Private Interpretation : And if 


it be not of private Interpretation, private _

ſons muſt apply themſelves for the True Senſe of 
it to ſome others; and to whom, but to thoſe 
whom God has put over them, who.n he has Com- 
manded them to Hear, to ſubmit to, and obey; to 
thoſe, who by God's appointment are to overſee, 
and Feed the Flock, Att. 20. 28 ? And this is the 
Church of Chriſt, who inſtructs without danger 
of deceiving, becauſe ſhe is the Church of the Liv. 
ing God, the Pillar and Ground of Truth, 1 Tim. 3.15. 
And Teaches with an aſſurance of not leading 
into Error ; becauſe Chriſt is with her alway, even 
wnto the end of the Worid ( Mat. 28.20.) And by 
his Spirit of Truth will guide her into all Truth. 
(Jo. 16. 13.) So that tho? Private Perſons in in- 
terpreting the Scriptures, may wreſt them unto their 
own deſtruition, (2 Pet. 3.16.) Yet thoſe who 
hear the Church , which by our Creed we are 
bound to believe, ſhall hear the Truth, becauſe 
ſpe has the Promiſe of the Divine aſſiſtance, which 
can never fail ; and he that negleQs to hear her 
ought to be look'd on no better than an Heathey, 
and a Publican, (Mat. 18. 17.) And this it was St, 
Auguſtia deliver'd, and obſerv'd, /. x. Cort. Creſc. 
Gram. c. 33. Then, ſays he , we follow the Truth 
of the Scriptares, when we do that, which has ſeem'd 
good to the whole Church, which Church is commend- 
ed to us by the Authority of the Scripture : To the end 
that becauſe Holy Writ cannot deceive, whoſoever is 
affraid of being deceiv'd by the difficulty of this queſti= 


on, may conſult the Church concerning it ; which, 


without leavin; room to doubt , the Holy S:ripture 

demonſtrates, And again, de Unit, Ec.c. 19, If 

we had any Wiſe Man, ſays he, whoſe Authority

was recommeniaed to us by Chriſt himſelf; we could ns- 
ways doubt of following his Judgment, having conſult- 
ed him upon this Point ; leſt in refuſing, we ſhould. 
not ſo much ſeem obſtinatly to withſtand bow, as Jeſus 

Chr:ſt our Lord, by whoſe Teſtimony he was recommend. 
ed to us, But. Chriſt has given Teſtimony of his 
Church ; and asthis Church airetts, you ought with all 
readineſs obey :- And if you will not ;, *tis not to me you 
are diſobedient, or any Mar ; but moſt perverſly tothe 
prejudice of your own Soul , you withſtand Chriſt him- 
ſelf, ink you refuſe to follow the Church , which is 
recommended by his Authority , whom you judge it 4 
wickedneſs to. reſiſt. | 


J do alfo P:ofeſs that thereare fruly and 
P2operly ſeven Sacraments of the New Law, 
inſtituted by our Lozd Jeſus Chaift, and ne- 
ceſfary fo2 the Salvation of Yankindz tho? 
all be not neceſflary foz every one3. towit, Bap- 
tiſm , Confirmation , Eucharift , Penance , 
Extream Unifion , O2der and Yatrimony 3 
that they confer G2ace,. and that There of them, . 
Paptiſm,.Confirmation, and Over, cannot be 
reiterated without Sacritedge. 


The Holy Scripture no. where aſſigns the Name.

Word of God, That not only Baptiſm and the Lord's

ring-or increaſe of Grace in the Faithful ; that is, 
that they are Sacraments, That Three of them 
above-mention'd can be given but once, is not denied 
by the Church of England. 


Ido alſo receive and admit of all the receiv*d 
and app2zov'd Ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church us'd in the adminiſtration of the 
above-mention'o Sacraments. 


*Tis the command of St. Paul, ( 1 Cor. 14. 40.) 
Let all things be done decently, and in order. And who 
ſhall determin. what is decent and orderly in the 
folemn Worſhip of God , but thoſe who are ap- 
pointed by God, as the Rulers and Overſeers of the 
Flock ? St. Paul diretted the Corinthians (1 Cor.11.) 
how they were to behave themſelves with decency

And ſince the 1 lock 15 oblig*d to obey and ſubmit to 
Higher Powers under pain of Damnation, Roz. x 2. 
T, 2. the making this Profeſſion is no Sin, but a 
Duty, 'Twas the Rule of St. Angnſtin, That H: 
knew no better conrſe for a ſerious Chriſtian 10 take, in 
matters of Rites and Cuſtoms, than to follow the 
Church's Example t:here he 5s, Now, there's nocon- 
ſtituted Church in the World, in which there are 
not ſome Orders, Rites, and Injunttions, relating 
to the public Worſhip : This then 1s the buſineſs of 
Governors ; for private perſozs , as Dr. Calamy'ob- 
ſerves, ( Diſc. of ſcrup. conſc. p. 32.) are by no means 
pre Tudges of what ts fit and convenient inthe admie 


miſtration of Church-Government, Diſcipline, or pub= 


lic Worſhip, a0 more than they are of matters of State, 
or the reaſonableneſs of all Civil Laws, —T heſe things 
of public Nature belong only to our Superiors and Gover- 
ors. Since then the S»periors of his Church, and 
not the private perſoz, is the proper Judge of what is 
convenient in the Solemn. Worſhip of God, *tis.the 
Duty of every private perſon to ſubmit to, and re- 
ceive, what is conſtituted and ordain*d by them ; 
and this is agreeable to the Conſtitution of the 
Church of Exzland.

Concerning Original Six this Council has defin'd, 
That Adam, by tranſgrefſing the Command of God,

As likewiſe 
Mat.25. 34. Butall this as ſuppoſing and built up- 
on the promiſe of Chriſt, and his aſſiſting Grace. 
This was the DoQrin of St. Auguſtin ; As Death 
(ſays he, Ep. 105.) # reader'd to the merit of ſin, as 
the Pay: ſo everlaſting Life ts render'd, as the Pay, to 
the merit of Fuſtice, And Ep. 118. ad Sixt, Is there 
therefore no Merit in the Juſt? There tis certainly, be- 
cauſe they are juſt ; but they had no merit by which they 
became juſt ; for, as the Apoſtle ſays, They were juſt t= 
fiedgratis, And, 1b, *Tu not in vain we ſing in theſe 
words to God; His Mercy ſhall prevent me ; azd, 
His Mercy ſhall follow me : Becauſe Life everlaſting, 
which ſhall be enjoy'd at the end, is given to our preceding 
merits: And yet, becauſe thoſe very merits, to which 
tt is given, wwre not purchas'd by any ability of ours, but 

were wrought in us by his Grace ;, therefore Life everlaſt- 
ins ts cilied Grace, fer no other reaſon but becauſe it is 
given gratis ; and yet not ſo, becauſe it is not given to 
our merits, but becauſe thoſe very merits for which it « 
given, were likewiſe his gift. | 

4. That by Works a man is juſtified, and not by Faith 
only ; as tis deliver'd 1n _ Jam. 2,24. | 
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3 likewiſe pzofe(s, That in the Baſs is offer*d 
a. True, P2oper, and P2opitiatozy- Sacri- 
fice, foz the Living and: the Dead. 


We believe, That our B. Savior being « Prieſ# 
according to the Order of Melchiſedech, did at his laſt 
Supper offer his Body. and Blood after an «bloody 
mazzxer, for the remiſſion of fins. ?Tis-expreſs in 
_ Scripture, Luke 22. 19. where. Chriſt at his laſt 
Supper ſays, This is my Body which #s given for you; 
And 1 Cor. 11. 24. Which « broken for you. And Mat. 
2 6+ 28. This i my Blood,---which is ſhed for many unto 
the remiſſion of ſins. All which importing the time 
zhep preſent, it is certain from Chriſt's words, That 
THEN, before the Paſſion on the Croſs, the Body 
was Given, and Broken myſtically, and the Chalice 
Shed for the remiſſion of ſins. Which being done in 
anunbloody manner,. and offer'd to God, we call 
it an Vnbloody Sacrifice ; and it being for the remiſſion 
of” fins, *tis likewiſe Propitiatory. And tho? Chriſt 
was'offer*d but oxce upon the Croſs, (of which St. 
Paul ſpeaks, Heb. 7. 27.) yet in this manner, as Chriſt 
offer'd himſelf at his laſt Supper, we believe that 
the Apoſtles and their Succeſſors were commanded 
to repeat it, in a perpetual memory, and repreſen- 
tation of his Death and Paſſion, by Chriſt's own In- 
ſtitution, when he ſaid to them, Do this in remem- 
brance of me; in which words he gave them Power 
of doing the ſame that he had done. And this is the 
ſenſe of the primitive Fathers. We ſtill offer ( lays 
St. Chryſoftom,Hom. 7. in Ep. ad Heb.) the ſame ; not 


- one Lamb now, tomorrow another : but the very ri

fill. Wherefore this Sacrifice is one + Otherwiſe, be- 
cauſe *tis offer” d in many places, are there many Chriſts ? 
No : but every where there ts One Chriſt, exiſtent here 
Whole, and there Whole, one Body. Apen he calls 
it a Sacrifice, 1. 6. de Sacerd. When the Prieſt has in- 
wvok'd the H. Spirit, and perfetted the dreadful Sacri- 
fice, and forthwith taken into his hauds the common 
Lord of all things. And St. Ambroſe, ſup. Pal. 38. 
We have ſeen and heard him (Chriſt) offering his own 
Blood for us : Let us Prieſts follow him as we may, to 
offer Sacrifice for the People. —Chriſt # not now ſeex 
t0 offer, yet he 1s offer d up upon Earth, when the Body 
of Chriſt # offer d, And Cyril. Alex. Anath. 1t. We 
celebrate in our Churches a Holy, Life-giving, and Un= 
bloody Sacrifice. And St. Augaſtinl. 9. Confeſſ. c. 13. 
ſays of his Mother Monica, That ather Death ſhe 
aefir d us to remember her at thy Altar (O Lord )---from 
whenceſhe knew was diſpensd the Holy Viitim, by which 
was canceld the Hand-writing, which was contrary 
unto ws. And Ser. 32. deVerb. Ap. But as for the 
Prayers of the Holy Church, the Propitiatory Sacrifice, 
and Alms, which are offer d for their Souls (of the 
dead;) #0 aoubt but they are thereby aided; to be treat- 


ed with greater Mercy than their ſins deſeryd, For this 


which has been deliver dby the Fathers, the whole Church 
' obſerves, when at the Sacrifice it ſelf, the Dead are in 
their place commemorated, to pray for all ſuch as are de- 
parted in theCommunion of the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
and that it be remembred, that the Saciifice is likewiſe 
- offer'd for them. Theſame is deliver'd by St. Chryſoff. 
Flom. 3. is Ep. ad Philip, and other Fathers, who all 
agree in owning the Oblation madeby Prieſts upon 
the Altar, tobe a Sacrifice propitiatory for the Li- 
ving and the Dead.

I believe and pzofeſs; That in. the Þ. Sacra- 
ment of. the Eucharitt is truly, really, and 
_ ſubſtantially, the Body and Blood, toge-

82 converſion of the whole Subflance of the

This DoQtrin of Chriſt's Body and Blood being 
really and ſubſtantially in the B. Sacrament, is the 
expreſs words of Chriſt ; who, as the Evangeliſts 
and St. Paul relate it, ſaid, This is my Body, This ts 
»#y Blood, without mention of its being ſo in a Figare 
only, or Sign. And in this ſenſe *twas underſtood by 
the primitive Fathers. St. Jenatizs Martyr, Co- 
temporary with the Apoſtks, in Ep. ad Smyrn. 
ſpeaking of ſome Heretics of his time ; T hey dox't 
allow (ſays he) of Exchariſts and Oblations, becauſe they 
dont believe rhe Enchariſt to be the Fleſh of our Savior 
Teſwus Chriſt, which ſuffer*d for our ſins, and which the 
Father in his mercy raid agen from the dead. St. Hi- 
lary 1. 8. de Trinit. He himſelf ſays, My Fleſh is Meat 
* indeed, and my Blood ts Drink indeed, Theres xo 
place left for doubtix 4 the reality of his Fleſh and 
Blood ; for wow, both y the Profeſſion of Chriſt him- 


ſelf, and by our Faith,"tis truly Fleſh, and truly Blood. 
Is wot this Truth? It may indeed not be true to 
them, who deny Chriſt to be God. St, Chryſoſtom |. 3. de 


\ Sacerd.. O Miracle! He that ſits above with his Fa-

*He that wrought thoſe things at the laſt Supper, is _ 


the Author of what 1s done here.---- We hold but 
© the place of Miniſters ; but he that ſanQtifies and 
© changes them, is Chriſt himſelf. St. Ambroſe |. de 
* his qui Myſt. initiant. where ſpeaking of the Eu- 
chariſt, he ſays, *Shall not the words of Chriſt be 
* powertul enough to change the Nature of things ? 
© You have read of the Creation of the World, that 
* God ſpoke, and the things were made; he com- 
* manded, and they receiv'd a Being. lt therefore 
« Chriſt by. his Word wasable to make Something

This is a conſequence of what is declar'd above; 
for Chriſt's Body, as is already ſhewed, being tru- 
iy and really preſent in the Sacrament, it 1s not a 
Dead, buta Living Body, united hypoſtatically to 
the Word ; ſo that where his Body 1s, there is like- 
wile Life, Soul, Subſtance, Divinity, and Whole

* Angels, nor the Heavens, nor the Heaven of Hea- 


* vens, I ſhew you, but the very Lord of all theſe. 


 Sothat Whole Chriſt is truly preſent, and receiv'd 
under either kind ; and by conſequence either Spe- 
cies 15 properly a Sacrament, as being a Great My- 
ſtery inſtituted for the Spiritual Food of our _

In the Pri- 
mitive Church this Sacrament was given to the 
Faithful, ſometimes under Oze, ſometimes under 
Both kind; ; and it weconſult the Sripture, in ſome 
places it recommends Both kinds, in others Ont : 
For where*rtis ſaid, Except ye eat the Fleſh of the Son 
of Man, and drink his Blood, ye have no Life in you, 
Toh. 6. 53. *tis likewiſe faid, If any man eat of this 
Bread he ſhall leave for ever,Ib.v.51. And he who ſaid, 
Whoſo eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, hath 
Eternal Life, v. 54. has allo ſaid, The Bread that I 


will give, is my Fleſh, which Iwill give. for the Life of 


the World, Tb. v.51. And the ſame that aftirm'd, 
He that eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, dwel- 
teth inme, and 1 in him, Ib. v. 56. afhrmeth this 
alſo, He that eateth of this Bread, ſhall live for ever, 
Ib. v. 58. And there is no defrauding the Laity in 
this, ſince Chrilt is not divided in the TwodiltinEt 
ſigns of this Sacrament, but is equally entire and 
whole under Oze as in Both, And, as St. Baſil lays, 
© It has the ſame efficacy whether a perſon receives 
© from the Prieſt one part or more, Ep. ad Caf. Patr, 
Andas to the Lazty receiving in both kinds, Luther 
himſelf owns, © That in this point Chriſt has left 
*no neceſſary Precept, 72 Ep. ad Bohers, The ſame is 
confeſs'd by MelaniFhon, And Spalatenfis thus de- 
clares his mind; * I affirm ( ſays he) that there- 
*ceiving the Sacrament in both kinds, is not ſo un- 
* der a Precept, but upon a conſiderable cauſe, tho? 
© private, and of private perions, it may profitably 
* and lawfully be receiv'd under the Species of Bread 
alone. And cercainly what may be allow'd to:

J hold, That there is a Purgatozy, and that 
the Souls there detain'd are help'o by the 
P:ayers of the Faithful, 


The Scripture ſays, Mar. 1 2. 32. Whoſoever ſpeaks 
againſt the H. Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world,neither in the world to come. Upon 
which words St. Auguſtin thus diſcourſes, de Civir. 
Dez, 1.21.c. 24 © It would not be truly ſaid of ſome, 
*that their ſins ſhall not be forgiven in this world, 
*nor in the world to come; unleſs there were ſome 
* whoſe {ins would be forgiven in the next world, 
£ tho? not in this. And this place of remiſſion of 
{ins in the next world, we call Purgatory, The ſame 
St. Anguſtin in the ſame Chapter ſpeaking of thoſe 
who Wort this life with light ſins, ſays thus : *It 
*is certain that ſuch being purg'd by temporal 
* pains, which their ſouls ſuffer before the day of 
£ Judgment, when they receive their Bodies, {hall 
© not be condemned 'to eternal torments. In 
which place he ſpeaks plainly of terperal pains, 
which ſome ſouls ſuffer after this life, and yet be- 
fore the Day oi Judgment. . Which is a Third State 
of Sonls, diſtin from thoſe, who immediately 
after their deceaſe go direCtly to Heaven or to Hell. 
And this he mentions agen, 2b. c. 13. * Some ſuffer 
£ temporal puniſhment 1n this life only, others after 
© their death, others both in this life, and in the 
©next too; but ſtill before that laſt and terrible 
* Judgment. In which words 1s poſitively aflerted 
a ſtate of Souls in the next world ſuffering #emporal 


puniſh:

puniſhment before the day of Judgment , which can- 
not be in Heaves or Hell, and conſequently ſome 
other Third State or Place. And of this St. Gre- 
gory Nyſſen ſpeaks Orat. pro mort, When he de- 
parts this Life, he cannot (lays he ) enjoy God, till 
the Purgatory-fire has taken off thoſe Spots with which 
his Soul was blemiſh'd. And of this Fire 7 heodoret 
makes Profeſſion i» Schol. Gra. in 1 Cor. 3, We 
believe thu very Purgatory-fire, in nhich the Souls of 
the Deceas'd are tried and purg'd, as Gold in the Fur- 
mace, And now as for Praying for the Faithful De- 
parted; *twas the PraCtice of the whole Primitive 
Church. © Tertulian : We make Oblations for 
* the Dead. St. Cyril of Jeruſ. We Pray for the 
© Holy Fathers and Biſhops Deceas'd ; and laſt of 
© all for ſuch as have dyed amongſt us; firmly be- 
*lieving, that thoſe Souls find great relief, for 
* whom the Prayer is offer'd of that Holy and 
© Awful Sacrifice which lies-upon the Altar. St. 
© Epiphanins : The Prayers which are otter'd up 
© for the Dead, are advantageous to them. St. 
© Chryſoſtom ; Twas not in vain Inſtituted by the 
© Apoſtles, that Commemoration, ſhould be made 
*for the Dead in the Venerable and Dreadtul 
* Myſteries : They knew, that by this they re- 
© ceiv'd great benefit and advantage. And agez, 
©?Tisnot in vain that Oblations are made for the 
© Dead, we don't in'vain Pray and give Alms for 
*them ; all this is the Ordinance of the Holy 
© Ghoſt. - St.: Auguſtin: In the Books of the Ma- 
© chabees, we Read that Sacrifice was offer'd for the 
© Dead. But alcho? there were no ſuch thing in 
* the-old Sctipture,..yet. the,Authority of the-whole 
«Ke 5 * Church 
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« Church, which is evident in this Praftice, is of 
*no ſmall weight : Where amongft the Prayers 
«ſaid by the Prieſt at the Altar of God, the Re- 
«commendation of the Dead is recited in it*s place, 
© And agen: Prayers for the Dead are not to be 
« omitted, which the Church offers forall thatare 
« departed in the' Chriſtian and Catholic Unity , 
* and this in a general Commemoration, that by 
«this means, all fuchas have no Parents, or Sons, 
or Relations, or Friends to Pray for them, may 
©have this Charity © perform'd to them by their 
* Common-Mother. And if theſe Prayers were 
« omitted, which are thus offer*d with a ſincere 
* Faith and Devotion for the Dead, Tam of O- 
© Evinion, *twere nq benefit atallto their Souls, to 
© have Bodies Buried in - Holy places. And this 
PraQtice of Praying: for the Souls of the Faithful 
eparted, own'd by-theſe Fathers asan: Apoſtolical 
Trfitution ; arid a# Ordinance of thei Holy Ghoſt, 
do's ſufficiently ckar the Churct's DoQrin con- 
cerning Purgatory, by which ſhe underſtands a 
Place or State of Souls after this Life, wherein they 
find relief by the Prayers, Oblations and- Alms of 
the Faithful. *But, Where-this &, whether there 
be a True and proper Fire there, and hom long that 
Puniſhment lafts, are no Articles of Faith, © 
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but God; but an I»ferior honor, to ſuch Creatures, 
co which it is due, in- Teſtimony of their Excel- 
lency. We honor our Parents, Magiſtrates, and 
* Teachers; and we honor . Holy Mex , the Servants 


of God, Glory, Honor and Peace to every Man that 


worketh good , Rom. 2.10. If any Man ſerve me , 
him will my Father honor, Jo. 12.26, And if God 
will thus honor. Holy Men, ao queſtion we may 
lawfully doit ; not only while they are on Earth, 
but much more, being receiv*d into Heaven ; 
where they are all in God'sGrace,conſutnmate in all 
vertues, and Crown'd with Eternal Glory. As 
to Invocation of Angels and Saints, we-deſire 
their Prayers, as we do of Holy Men upon Earth : 
and the Patriarch Facob has given example, Gez, 
48. 16, The Angel that deliver'd me from all evil, 
bleſs theſe Childrens, And Rewel. rt. 4. Grace unto 
yon, and Peace from him that is, and that was, and 
that # tocome, and from the ſeven Spirits, which are 
before his Throne. And Rechar.1.12, The An- 
gel Prays for Fudah and Fersfalem : *O Lord of 
© Hoſts, how long wilt thou not have mercy on 
« Jeruſalem, and on the Cities of Judah, againſt 
* which thou haft had indignation theſe threeſcore 
fand ten years? The Prayers of the Saints are 
likewiſe mention'd Revel. 5. $. and 8. 9. And 
Antiquity was very expreſs in all the DoQrin of 
this. Article. *St. Cyril Alex. *Tis very neceſſary, 
«that they who have been thus ſmgularly exem- 
* plar in their Lives, ſhould be honor?'d with per- 
* petual Solemnities. St. Ambroſe : Whoſoever 
4 honors the Martyrs, honors Chriſt. Let us ho- 
«nor theſe Bleſſed Martyrs. We are obliged to 
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4 honor the Servants of God:; how much more. his. 
*Friends ?' St. Avguſtin\: The Chriſtian ' People 
_ *Celebrate together the Memory of the Martyrs, 
* with aReligious Solemnity, both to excite toan - 
_ ©3imitation of them, and that they may be parta- 
*kers of their Merits., and: be' aſſiſted by their 
*Prayers. St. Gregory Nyſſ. Thus Prays to Sr. 
© Theoaore Martyr, Intercede and Pray for our 
© Country before the Lord of the Univerſe : Altho? 
*you haveleft this World, yet you know our de- 
<fires, our wants, and the neceſſities of Human 
© Life. Ask for Peace. : St. Ambroſe : We are to 
* deſire the aſſiſtance of: the Angels, who are ap- 
© pointed for our defence. Weareto Pray to the 
*Martyrs, whoſe Patronage we may juſtly claim : 
© They can Pray for the Remiffion of our Sins. St. 
* Auguſtin : *Tis an injury to Pray for a Martyr, 
*to whoſe Prayers we ought to recommend our 
* ſelves. St. Jerom: We honor indeed the Relics 
© of Martyrs, that ſo we may Adore him, . whoſe 
* Martyrs they are : We ſhew an honor to the 
* Servants, that the honor given to them, may 
© redound to theim, Lord, who has ſaid , he that re- 
 ©celves you receives me. St. Ambroſe: I honor 
*in the Fleſh of the Martyr , the wounds he re- 
*ceiv'd for Chriſt. I honor his Aſhes, made 
* Sacred by his Confeſſion of Chrift. I honor his 
Body, which has ſhew'd me how to love my 
* God, and taught me not to fear to die

Acolites 
aſſiſting , and likewiſe to the Congregation or 
People that are preſent at Divine Service, and yet 
we make Gods of none of theſe things ; for tho? the 
Ations are. thus externally the ſame , yet internally 
and in way of Reſpei# or Honor, they are: as dif- 
ferent as the Objeits. St. Baſil ep, ad Jul. As 'tis 
cited in 2. Niten Council AQt.4. © According to 
* the pure Faith of Chriſtians, I Invoke the Holy 
* Apoſtles, Prophets, and Martyrs, that by them, 
© that is, by their Interceſſion God may be merci- 
* ful to me. Upon which account likewiſe I honor 
<and venerate their Images, eſpecially ſince this 
© has been deliver'd by the Holy Apoliles, and ne- 
© ver forbidden; but 1s inuſe 1nall our Churches.

from this. This having ſent Apoſtles abread, and 
converted all Heath:n Nations to Chriſtianity, This 
in Public Synods having oppos'd and condemn'din 
| all Ages _ Herefies, For theſe and other Mo- 
tives judging-this Society of Chriſtians to: be. the 
Church Chriſt eftabliſh'd', and Commanded all to 
Hear, and which we believe in our Creed; We 
have Authority enough, relying upon the Com- 
2nd and Promiſes of Chriſt, to hear and believe the. 
Doarin ſhe Teaches, and to.reje&t what ſhe. con- 
demns: And this eſpecially as ſhe declares in her 
: General Councils; this being the Method obſery*d 
by the Apoſtles, who in ſuch an Aſſembly decided 
is Firft: Controverſie, 4. 15, And this being 
what the Primitive Church and Faithful then 
praQtis'd: and of neceſſity to be follow*d ever by 
the Faithful, from that.Principle of Dr, Sherlocks.; 
becauſe - 
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becauſe they - can never own the Authority and Go- 
vernment of Chriſt, unleſs th:y ſubmit to the Public 
Inſtructions, Authority and Diſcipline of the Church. 
And what can be more Public, than what is De- 
clared by a Gemeral Council? St. Auguſtin was ſo far 
of this mind, that he thinks not only private Perſons, 
but even National Synods oblig*d to ſubmit to the 
Judgment of a Gezeral Council, Particular Councils 
muſt yield (lays he) fo General; and then gives the 
reaſon; Becauſe the Whole is deſervedly prefer'd before 
: a Part, or Particulars, 1. 2. c. g. de Bap. cont. Dog. 
And upon this conſideration he ſays of Cyprian, that 
if he had liv'd to have ſeen the Queſtion of Rebap- 
tization decided by a General: Council, he would 
forthwith have renounc*d his own private Opiai. 
on, and even the Sentence of the Africans Synod, 
and ſubmitted to the. determination of the General 


Council. St. Cyprian (lays he) would have yielded, if 


in his time the truth of this queſtion had been clear'd by 
4 General Council, ib. c. 4. | 
In this manner are theſe Articles. of this Profeſſi- 
on ſhewn ta be conform to Scripture, and to the 
Senſe of the Primitive Fathers ; ſofar, that tis be- 
yond all Queſtion. had theſe Points been oppos'd in 
their time, and thus Determin'd by any Council of 
that Age, they had as certainly ſubſcrib'd to it, as 
they did to the Councils held intheir time, or as we

and ſome Myfteries too, as thoſe of Bapriſm and the 
"Lords Supper : Beſides, donot all believe the Scrip- 
tire: to” be the Wihrd of God ; and ſuch and fuch 
Books'to be*Candnicdl? And' yet there 'is not ane 
wordof this inthe Apoſtles Creed,tho? there be of the 
Charch 5 as likewiſe there is not of the Sacraments, 
of Grace, '&c.
